Approximately  ten  thousand 
students  have  opened  their 
books,  many  for  the  first  time. 
The  reason  is  finals  are  a few 
days  away. 

Most  of  the  libraries  are  jam- 
med nightly.  The  exception  is 
the  Engineering  and  Physical 
Sciences  Library.  This  may 
prove  something  about  engineer- 
ing and  physical  science  stu- 
dents. 

Many  students  delay  studying 
until  finals  time.  When  the  dead- 
line approaches,  they  migrate  to 
the  library  to  study.  They  then 
lapse  into  study  patterns. 

Names  Study  Types 

The  first  student  type  is  obliv- 
ious to  his  surroundings.  He 
meticulously  pours  over  his  text. 
He  never  raises  his  eyes  from  the 
book  until  the  janitor  requests 
him  to  leave.  The  student  then 
moves  to  his  home  for  two  or 
three  more  hours  of  study. 

The  second  student  is  a cram- 
mer. He  mumbles  and  mutters  as 
he  tries  to  gather  a quarter’s  in- 
formation in  a week.  This  stu- 
dent usually  studies  four  to  six 
hours  after  the  library  closes. 
He  is  so  tired  he  misses  his  morn- 
ing classes. 

The  third  type  is  the  norm.  He 
must  study,  but  social  obligat 
tions  are  more  pressing.  He 


greets  everybody  as  they  enter 
the  library.  He  reads  his  text 
awhile  and  then  chats  with  stu- 
dents seated  around  him. 

Student  type  number  four  is 
casual.  He  seldom  tries  to  study. 
The  library  is  a social  hall  where 
he  can  meet  old  friends,  who 
are  trying  to  study. 

Use  Many  Methods 
There  are  many  ways  to  study. 
Some  students  take  complete 
notes  throughout  the  quarter, 
Some  take  partial  notes  and  some 
underline  their  text.  Some  do  not 
open  a book  during  the  quarter. 
Some  pass  high,  some  pass,  and 
some  fail. 

A big  problem  during  finals 
week  is  avoiding  sleep.  Coke 
flows  like  water  during  the 
week.  “No-Doze”  tablets  become 
the  fad.  Some  student  practice 
Yoga  to  increase  their  concen- 
tration and  to  keep  them  awake. 
There  are  many  pet  methods. 

As  finals  week  wears  on,  bag- 
gy-eyed students  trudge  from 
test  to  test.  Insomnia  becomes 
more  prevalent  and  students 
droopier.  A common  refrain  is, 
“I  wish  I had  failed  early  and 
avoided  the  final  rush.” 

Start  jOther  Migration 
Finals  herald  another  migra- 
tion other  than  to  the  library. 
Male  students  need  a rest  from 
the  books  so  they  troop  to  Her- 
itage Halls.  Book-frustrated  co- 


eds look  forward  to  the  migra- 
tion. 

Relaxing  Is  as  important  as 
studying  during  finals.  Recrea- 
tion areas  are  filled  during  fin- 
als week.  Many  claim  there  is 
nothing  like  bowling  to  relax 
exhausted  minds. 

The  result  of  finals  studying 
is  the  familiar  resolution,  “I  will 
keep  complete  notes  and  keep 
my  work  completed  as  I go  along 
next  quarter.”

2112,  for  an  examination  ap- 
pointment. This  preliminary  ex- 
amination is  to  determine  the 
exact  nature  and  extent  of  he 
speech  problem  of  the  child  or 
adult. 

SUCH  EXAMINATIONS  MAY 

be  scheduled  at  any  time,  but  en- 
rollment in  the  clinic  is  for  the 
quarterly  period  coinciding  with 
the  divisions  of  the  academic 
year. 

A growing  service  of  the  BYU 
Speech  and  Hearing  Clinic  is 
that  of  making  hearing  evalua- 
tions for  those  whose  hearing  is 
beginning  to  be  affected. 

Some  of  the  finest  equipment 
available  has  been  installed  to 
test  accurately  the  nature  of 
the  hearing  loss  and  to  predict 
the  probable  help  to  be  re- 
ceived from  use  of  hearing 
aids.

To  See  Judging 
Of  Livestock 

Twelve  sudents  and  two  pro- 
fessors from  Brigham  Young 
University  left  Tuesday  to  at- 
tend the  National  Live  Stock  and 
Meat  Board  clinic  in  Los  Ang- 
eles, March  12-14. 

The  clinic  is  sponsored  in  co- 
operation with  the  Agricultural 
Committee  of  the  Los  Angeles 
Chamber  of  Commerce. 

This  off-the-campus  under- 
graduate short  course  gives  ani- 
mal husbandry  and  meats  stu- 
dents from  schools  in  the  western 
United  States  practical  experi- 
ence in  recognizing  quality  in 
meats  and  meat  animals. 

It  also  gives  them  an  oppor- 
tunity to  learn  more  about  the 
workings  of  the  livestock  and 
meat  industry  at  first  hand  and 
to  discuss  with  experts  the  em- 
ployment opportunities  in  the 
various  branches  of  the  industry. 

While  at  the  clinic,  students 
will  judge  livestock  and  compare 
their  own  evaluations  with  those 
of  the  officials.  They  will  also 
see  the  animals  used  in  judging 
after  they  have  been  slaughtered. 

Other  schools  sending  students 
to  the  convention  include  Fresno 
State  College,  California  State 
Polytechnic  College,  University 
of  Nevada,  University  of  Calif- 
ornia, University  of  Arizona  and 
Arizona  State  College.

JAZZ add  to  overset  story

Jazz — like  all  great  ideas — is 
many  things  to  many  people. 
There  are  those  who  play  it  and 
others  who  hear  it.  Some  analyze 
it;  others  react  to  it.  Some  sell  it; 
others  buy  it.  And  finally — some 
love  it  and  some  hate  it! 

ANY  ANSWER  TO  the  ques- 
tion “what  is  jazz?”  is  bound  to 
be  affected  by  one’s  relationship 
to  it.  This  is-  the  reason  for  so 
many  different  and,  at  times, 
controversial  comments  on  the 
subject. 

My  relationship  to  jazz  is  that 
of  a jazz  player.  As  you  read  on 
and  agree  or  disagree — please 
keep  in  mind  that  the  comments 
are  based  on  my  relationship  to 
jazz. 

Jazz  is  a means  of  personal 
expression  through  music.  It  is 
improvised  and  conveys  a def- 
inite mood — any  mood. 

There  is  no  limit  to  the  num- 
ber of  participants.  When  it  is 
performed  well,  it  could  be  com- 
pared to  extemporaneous  con- 
versation between  brilliant 
minds. 

It  is  possible  for  the  jazz  play- 
er to  make  an  eloquent  musical 
statement  through  inspiration — 


a statement  which  he  has  never 
quite  made  that  way  in  the  past 
and  will  never  make  quite  that 
way  again  in  the  future. 

Jazz  is  not  confined  to  any 
geographical  location,  race, 
personality  or  school  of  musi- 
cal thought.  The  best  jazz  is 
created  when  the  player  has 
mastered  the  principles  of  mu- 
sic and  uses  his  instrument  to 
serve  as  a vehicle  of  his  ex- 
pression— and  plays  with  in- 
spiration. 

Once  again  comparing  a jazz 
solo  to  an  extemporaneous 
speech:  what  is  being  said  is 
more  important  than  how  it  is 
being  said. 

No  one  is  really  sure  where 
jazz  came  from,  but  from  what 
I can  piece  together  these  seem 
the  logical  beginnings: 

THE  NEGRO  BROUGHT  over 
here  from  Africa  sang  tribal 
chants  as  he  worked — chants  that 
had  been  handed  down  from  gen- 
eration to  generation.  As  the 
Negro  learned  to  speak  English 
and  began  to  absorb  some  of  the 
customs  of  his  new  country,  the 
chants  became  modified  until 
they  were  songs  with  English 
words,  still  retaining  some  or  all 
of  the  original  melody. 

From  this,  the  Negro  gradual- 
ly evolved  more  spontaneous 
and  extemporaneous  songs  which 
had  a practical  view  in  mind. 
Some  songs  were  made  up  to 
make  work  easier  and  time  go 
faster:  these  were  called  “work” 
songs. 


SOME  SONGS  WERE  about 
the  miseries  of  this  country  and 
homesickness  for  Africa:  these 
songs  were  the  first  “blues.” 
Those  who  were  converted  to 
Christianity  sang  of  their  love  for 
God — and  these  songs  are  our 
‘spirituals,”
